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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 
• Please change the dependency of claim 21 to depend from claim 20 and not itself. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendments and accompanying 
remarks filed on 06/05/2003. Applicant's arguments, amendments to claims 1, 23, 38, 53 and 
68; and submission of the Terminal Disclaimers have all been entered. As there are several 
Terminal Disclaimers in the case the Examiner is listing all Patent or Applications over which 
TD's have been filed to make the record clear: USPN 6,429,155, USPN 6,595,244, USPN 
6,220,309, USPN 6,451,715 a Application 09/718812, thus being 5 in total. All previously 
made rejections/ objections are withdrawn and the application is deemed allowable. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. Claims 1-69 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the rejections have 
been overcome by the present amendments and accompanying remarks. Furthermore, in light 
of what is known in the art of airbags (structure and fabrics) one must give due consideration 
to the limitations set forth in the preamble of the claims. More specifically, in the present 
invention, no prior art was found to teach or suggest an elastomerically coated airbag 
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cushion, wherein the cushion itself is made from weaving a single piece of fabric, which 
further separates (by means of weaving) and becomes two layers of fabric in specific areas of 
the cushion, and then are further joined together again at particular locations by weaving the 
two separate layers into a single narrow layer, thus forming a pillowed structure, wherein the 
narrow single fabric layer is formed solely from a basket weave pattern of an even number of 
yarns, at most twelve yarns in width. 

With regard to the other independent claims, they are also deemed allowable because 
they include the same patentable limitations as that in independent claim 1 .
